FIRST  DAY 

The  Atlantic  Mission  Conference  of  the 
Methodist,  Episcopal  Church  convened  for  its 
fourth  session  at  BJarshallberg,  N.  C,  October 
bth,  at  lu  a,  m..  Bishop  Cyrus  D,  Foss,  D.  D* , 
presiding.

On  motion  of  C.  M.  Levis ter,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  that  this  Conference  organize 
a  society  to  be  knovm  as  "The  Evangelization 
Union  of  the  Atlantic  Libt^ion  Conference. 


Article  1.  This  society  shall  b<3  known 
as  ths  "oLvangelization  Union  of  the  Atlantic 
Mission  Conference." 

Article  3&,  Its  object  shall  be  to  afford 
financial  aid  to  needy  churches;  to  organize 
new  church  enterprise;  and  conduct  religious 
work  among  the  religiously  destitute  is/ithin 
the  bounds  of  the  Atlantic  Mission  Conference. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall 
be  a  president.  Vice  President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  a  Board  of  Control,  which  shall 
be  composed  of  the  officers  and  three  addi- 
tional members  of  the  Methodisi/  Episcopal  Chiirch 
either  ministers  or  laymen;  said  ofiicers  to 
be  elected  annually  by  the  Atlantic  Mission 
Conference. 

Art.  4.  The  President,  Secretary'-  and 
Treasurer  shall  report  annually  to  the  Con 
ference  at  ios  regular  sessions,  the  siate 
of  the  mission  needs,  the  work  done  through 
its  agency,  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Society  and  its  needs. 

Art.  5.  The  Board  of  Control  may  support 
either  hn   whole  or  in  part,  one  or  more 
preachers  or  workers  in  any  such  destitute 
section  as  it  may  select,  or  it  may  employ, 
for  such  time  as  aay  be  practicable,  an 
Evangelist,  to  co-operate  with  the  pastors 
upon  their  invitation,  but  shall  in  no  case 
involve  the  Confer  ;nce  in  debt. 

Art.  6.  preachers  or  workers  employed 
by  the  Society  must  be  either  members  of  the 
Conference,  regularly  appointed  by  the  3ishop, 
or  supplies  api>ointed  by  the  Superintendent 
or  presiding  Elder. 

Art.  7.  The  Board  of  Control  may  hold 
semi-annual  meetings,  if  in  its  judgment  re- 
quired, and  may  arrange  for  the  expenses  of 


its  members  at  its  discretion. 

Art,  8.  The  Board  of  Con troll  may  frame 
such  S.j-Larts  for  the  regulation  of  its  work  as 
it  may  find  necessary,  but  no  by-law  shall 
conflict  in  any  particalar  with  this  constitution, 

Art,  9,  This  constitution  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  alteration  or  change  only  bjt  the  Atlan- 
tic Mission  Conference  at  a  regiular  session.
